PINCHOT THINKS LUSITANIA
TRAGEDY HAS AWAKEN.
ED AMERICA

ALLIES’ VICTORY
WOULD BE OURS

Says They Are Fighting for the
Principles for Which the
United Sulea‘Slmds.

Milford, Penn., May In a
wiatement fssued here today Gifford
Pinchot, who recently returned from
Europe, sald:

“What strikes me most on getting
hack from Europe |s that the dellb-
erate murder of men, women and chil-
dren on the Lusitanla has brought the
war home to the United States, 1 do
not beileve that our people have real-
lzed until now what this war is, or
what it means to us. The right of
men te rue themselves is st stake.
‘lur countrymen on the Lusitania were
killed hecause an autocratie military
emplre i trying to selze the domina-
tion of the world at the expense of
the self-governing nations.

“This war is a death struggle be-
tween: democracw on the other, France
is our sister republic, England is a
sreat and free democracy. Russin Is
a greal and free demn;rncy Russin
itself Is on the high road toward de-

—

g | mocratle government,

Germany, on the other hand, 18 not
ruled by the people, hut by Prussia and
the Kalser. 'The victory of Germany
wonld not be the victory of her people,
but the successful effort of a restrict-
ed militury caste to get more power.
Bernhardt expressed the bellef of this
caste when he sald that Germany must
control the world or go under,

“If the people did rule in Germany
the invasion of Belglum, the calculat-
ed atrocitles commitled on  helpless
people, and the murder of our own
citizens would not have taken place.
The people of Germany would never
have done these things of thelr own
accord; they were done because they
were ordered to be done by miiltary
autocrats, In remorse, for killing a
woman and a child, a wounded German
sald to his nurse, sister-in-law of a
man I know. Do you suppose {1
makes any difference that my officer
held hils pistol to my head until 1 did
it?

“If the German war lord should win,
which it has long been evident he can-
not do, we should have to face the
certainty of a conflict with German
militarlsm becavse we should stand
between It and world empire just as
the allles do today. We should then
be forced either to bhave our rights
treated s the rights of humenity
have been treated by the rullng Ger-
man military class in this war, or to
defend thém. We should have to take

our turn in protecting the principie-

of self-government againt imperialism
In arms or lose our self-respect. In
that event, of course, we should have
to fight.

“But If the allles win no such cholce
wlll be forced upon us. Their success
will not mean war: for the United
States. On the conlrary, it will mean
victory for the free Institutions which
we hold déear mnd the chance for every
nation to work out its own destiny in
peace. The allles are fighting for the
principles for which we stand, and owt
people are pight in hoping antd bellev-
ing that they will win. It is almost
as important for us that they should
win as it is for the allies themselves.

"The worst calamity this war could
bring updn thg world, next to the suc-
cess of military imperialism, would be
a half-baked, inconclusive peace—a
peace which would permit the Ger-
man military class to get ready for a
second attempt to dominate the world.
That kind of peace would do nothing
but insure another war. We want a
just and lasting peace, and not a mere
Intermission in the fighting."”

States, -and ally of humanity. You
have done a great work in this con-
nection. The Serblans are a grateful
people, and they have been  deeply
touched by the help which Amerien
has glven, especially since they have
no claim on that help. The name of
the United States will smell sweet
ln unhappy pldces—and one of lhoul
is Setbia.

“We may succeed in saving the peo-
ple if the help is kept up. We in
England mean to keep it up, and 1 am
sure Americans do. It is all the more
necessary now, because If we cannot
get the refugees living in tents, get
them new c¢lothes, and provide sanita-
tion, cholera will come  when - the
warm weather arrives. They cannot
prevent it themselves. You must re-
member that the, ordinary Serbian
hospital is an old tobacco shop or an
old stable, where there are no beds
or bedding, and where the wounded
ond sick must lie In the clothes they
came In.” »

Mr. Trevelyan had been Introduced

by Breck Trowbridge, chairman of
the . Serblan  Agricultral Relief Com-
mittee, who said that, ul:ﬁmugh Amer-
icafis had been loath beliove that
the reported atrocities were
than the acts of individual drunken
soldiers, the loss of the Lus'tanis
and the Bryce report made them ac-
cepted now as part of & definite policy
of terrorizing.
. Miss Helen Lozanitch, a Seri 1 who
camé here to organize relief under
the sanction of her government,
sppke briefly of her experfences as a
volunteer nurse in Nish during the
early part of the war.

“There were (imes,” she sald,
“when we could not- make ba,ndaseﬁ
for the wounded because of lack of
material. I worked as a volunteer
nurege, as did others, because there
are no trained nurses, Many times
we did not have milk, eggs, or meat
with which.to make llsht soups for
our patients, and it waa terrible to
think we were caring for thobe Ig-
vallds and yet were not able to got
the absolute necessities they requir-
ed. Nish is a town . of aboub 20,000
population ordinarily, and now there
are many more than 100,000 thers,
and It i8 this that causes ‘the slokn’ou
and the lack of food. .

“The need of the refugees is zraat.
Any help they get immediately. will
he two or three times as valuable as
if it came a few monthsl ter. If (' o
typhus Is to be stamped out.-we must
go around making the people burn up
their furniture and clothes and live
in tents, and if you  tell them to do
that you must have something tp glve
in place of what is destroyed.” g
